HAT is Contrition ? 
A. Contrition, is a hearty for 



and deteftation of fin committed, with a _ 
pofe not to offend for the future $ which thod 
it may happen to be perfe& in charity, andl 
concile us to God before the facrament of i 
nance be received, yet ought not fuch rec 
ciliation be afcribed to it, without the defire^j 
that facrament \ which defire is always 
eluded in perfect contrition. 

Q^ What is Attrition ? 

A. It is imperfect contrition, and is call 
attrition, becaufe commonly it proceeds fro 
the confideration of the foulnefs of fin, and tl 
fear of hell and punifhment: And if it cont 
a renouncing of fin, and a hope of pardon 
it is fo far from making a firmer worfe, tha 
though without the facrament of penance it] 
cannot of itfelf juftify, yet it difpofes to ob- 
tain the grace of God in the facrament. 

Q^ If one fliould come to confefs with at-ji 
trition alone, would he obtain pardon ? ? 

A. Yes, for by the virtue of the facrament 
duly performed, the (inner from attrite be-^ 
comes contrite. 

Q^What do you mean by duly performed t 

A. I mean that both prieft and penitent da'

our fins, and give us all the benedictions bod 
fpiritual znd temporal that are neeeffary, 

10, That to arrive at a holy perfect ioit f an

, 'yHERE is no part of the tenets of 
-^ Catholic Church, more groily mifffpri 
fen ted bv advetfe writers than that of Indfl 



lputation is fo far from the Belief and 
:e of the Catholic Church, that a further 
ion here would be totally unneceflary. 
What is an Indulgence ? 
By an Indulgence we mean no more 
releafing to true penitents the debt of 
ral punifliment, which remained due to 
ins, after the fins themfelves, as to the 
nd eternal punifhment, had been already 
:ed by the Sacrament of Penance, or by 
i contrition. 

What conditions are requifite to obtain 
mefit of Indulgences P 
Tis requifite that he, who would receive 
;nefit of an Indulgence, be not only in the 
f grace, but that he entirely and fin- 
perform all thofe pious works, which 
t r er of the Indulgence (hall appoint ; or 
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that is, a milder and lefs fevere fatisfaction iff 
accepted (for dill fome penance muft be done 
to gain the Indulgence) inftead of the great 
and many rigors enjoined by the canons. 

Q^ What Benefit do we receive by gaining 
an Indulgence? 

A. All the temporal pains, ordained by the 
ecclefiaftical laws for our Sins, are remitted 5 
befides the great occafion which that difcipline 
gives of doing good works *, fince firft it effi- 
cacioufly moves the faithful to repentance, 
that fo many may be in the (late of grace, 
without which, they know they are not dif- 
pofed to gain the indulgence. 2dly, The very 
performance of the conditions, to which the 
difpenfer of the Indulgence obliges, is itfelf 
always a pradlice of fome virtue, as prayer, 
alms-giving, and the like -, by which our grace 
here, and our glory hereafter, is increafed, 
and fo not only the Church is fatisfied, but 
the juil anger of God appeafed. 

Q^ What is the meaning of Indulgences of 
feven Years, or forty Days ? 

A. By an Indulgence of fo many years or 
days is meant the remiffion of the penance of 
fo many years or days, correfponding to the 
iins, which by the penitential canons, were 
enjoined, for feveral fins, feveral periods of 
time to do penance ; as for example, fo many 
months fafting with bread and water for fuch 
aJJnj fo many years for another; by which 
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might come to pafs, that a great firmer by 
afphemies, perjuries or the like, might (in 
s than one week) run in debt to the can- 
s, a great number of years penance, and 
nfequcntly (land in need of fo many years 
dulgtnce : All which penalties, upon hearty 
spentance, and fincere performance of the 
nditions requifite, may by the governors of 
e church, be at once remitted. 
And this is the meaning of Indulgences for 
number of years ; not that they fignify a 
rgivenefs of fins not yet committed, much 
fs a difpenfation for fo many years to come ; 
it when the fins any one has already com- 
itted, are fuch, that they deferve many 
ars penance by the canons, the clemency 
the church's difcipline, does (upon juit 
ufes, and feeing the contrition of the peni- 
nt) not only pardon him thofe years, but 
ant him fometimes even a plenary Indulgence, 
id fo perfe&ly reconciles him to the peace of 
ie church.

^T/HAT is a Jubilee ? 

" A. It is a pious cuftom in the 

lurch, publicly and generally to grant to 

rsons, obferving fuch conditions as are re- 

lired, a plenary Indulgence^ and this is now

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ira&ifcd every twenty-five years, for one 
vhole year. 

Q^ What is the particular fruit obtainable 
>y a Jubilee ? 

A. Befides the privileges that a plenarf 
f ndulgence hath, the popes alfo grant, during; 
hat year, authority to priefts, to abfolve from 
ill cafes referved, from all kind of excom- 
nunications, &c. fuch as are truly penitent 
nd contrite, that none of the faithful be ex- 
luded from the capacity of fo rich a treafure, 
f on their fide they (hall duly prepare them- 
elves ; nor does it want another particular 
ruit, which well confidered, is of great value, 1 
nd 'tis that the extraordinary folemnity, and 
>ublic obfervance of it, has a fingular efficacy 
o certify and improve in us the graces of 
aith, hope and charity, and fo raife us to a 
ligher degree of eternal felicity, which is the 
nd of all piety and religion. 

4 /bort and profitable Examination of Concicnce.

C^VfyTHAT is Meditation or Mental Pr 
" er ? and in what manner mould 
exercife it ? 

A. Mental prayer is that which we make 
the heart, addreffing our wilhes and defires 
God internally, without exprefling them 
words. The royal prophet fays, " The a 
ditation of my heart (hall be always -in t 
fight, O Lord, my helper and my Rcdeeme 
Pfalm. xxxvi. v. xv. 

Q^Do you prefer mental prayer bef» 
vocal ? 

A. Yes, in thofe that have capacity for 
and whom God vouch fafes to admit to t 
elevation.; for it is a Gift of God; notwi 
Handing it requires fome &\frpo&ttoti *xv& 
operation in us. 
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Q^ What Difpofition is required in us ? 
A. Firft, true faith and obedience of the 
onJerftanding to the doctrine of the church. 
For he that hears not the church, difobcys 
God, and is fo far from accefs to this gift, 
that he is his enemy, and no better than a 
heathen and a publican. Next is required a 
good life and a diligent observation of Cod's 
commandment, and of his counfels alio, as 
far as our (late permits ; For himfcif hath 

' laid, That thofe who have clean fouls Jhali 
Jee him : and this is perfect happinefs. 

I Q^ But how fliali we keep our fouls clean ? 
A. By preventing occafions and tempta- 
tions, and refilling at all times our evil de- 

[ fires, how little foever they be : For fo we 
learn to be mailers of ourfelves, and to live 
according ta reafon, and not as beads, fub- 
jett to fenfual appetites. And he that is 
circumfpedl not to offend in leffer, feldom 
does it in greater offences. 

Q^ But is there any thing more neceffary 
to be done, to obtain this gift of prayer ? 

A. Yes ; frequent ufe of the facrament of 
penance, in which the foul is cleanfed of daily 
offences, and recovers new grace and (Irength. 
And becaufe thefe benefits cannot be had but 
in the Catholic Church, out of which is no 
communication of grace nor facraments \ 
therefore Jews, Turks and Heretics* canton 
* 5 
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no true mental prayer; nor Catholics ucithcir- 
who wilfully continue in fin. 

Q^ How many kinds of mental prayer be 
there ? 

A. There be four •, one may be called Na- 
tural, for the facility it hath. The next Doc 
trinaly becaufe it requires fome more inftruc-r 
tion. The third, Supernatural, which God 
gives to whom he pleafeth, and needs no 
other document or mailer. And the fourth, 
JUixty of two or of all thefe ; for God giyea 
ordinarily fuch gifts as this to diligent perfons 
that co-operate with his grace, and not to the 
idle and flothful. 

Q^ Declare I pray you thefe four kinds of 
prayer. 

A. Natural prayer, is to think upon fome 
good thing, and to fpeak to God by that oc-s 
caiion, you may help yourfdf with the ufeof 
fome fpiritual book, as the Imitation of Cbrtfl t 
the Sinner s Guuk % or the like. For example, 
I read a fentence or two, or more, till I find 
fomething that moves my foul to aftc&ion. 
Tor Go:! lpeaks to us by all his creatures ; 
but efpccial'y by good books ; then I (hut my 
book, and think upon that which I have read, 
as long, or longer than I have been reading;

MENTAL PRAYER i 

A. I do not deny but that they may pra 
and that God doth of his mercy hear the 
when they pray heartily, and with good ii 
tention and defire to, amend. But this, I fa 
they are not fit for mental prayer, which r 
quires friendfliip with God Almighty, wl 
admits no familiarity but with fuch as ke* 
their fouls clean from fin, which ordinari 
cannot be but by the help of the holy facr; 
ments, when they may be had, for they a: 
the foundations of grace and devotion. 

Q^I$ there any more to be obferved i 
mental prayer? 

A. Yes ; there are the other two kinc 
mentioned above; Supernatural prayer, whic 
admits no explication, nor can be underfloc 
but by experience, when God gives it ; an 
mixt prayer, which is eafily underilood t 
what hath been faid, as confiding of the or 
and the other. And commonly there follow 
fome fupernatural devotion and vifitation c 
God more or lefs, when we come well pr< 
pared and difpofed to meditate and pray, i 
either of the forms propofed and to do it wit 
diligence and devotion. Befides, there ai 
fome a£ts of the underflanding, and will b 
fit to go before all manner of prayer, as in- 
mediate difpofitions, but are to be done wit 
brevity, all, or fome of them, in general ^ a 
for example,

TTE that long defers the confeflion of 1 
-*--*- fins, expofes iiimfelf to endure moft. ^ 
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fous pain after his death, if ic mould happen 
'as very oft it doth) that he fhould die fud- 
Jenly ; but he that doth confefs often, may 
well hope to die in the (late of grace. 

1. If a king to whom many of his fubjefts 
were indebted, entering into a city, fhould 
affer a releafe of all debts, to all thofe who 
would come and afic it within the time of his 
ftay •, and that after his departure from thence, 
there fhould be no hope to have remiflion, 
but all fhould fatisfy to the utmoft farthing ;

1 mufl confider it as a matter whereon 
ids the peace and fecurity of our con- 
ic •, and therefore it behoves us to exa- 
ourfelves with great care and exadtnefs. 
that makes his confeffion, muft necefla- 
ive contrition, or at lead, attrition, that 
row and deteftation of fin committed, 
fe it is an offence to God, whom we 
to love above all things, with a firm 
fe of amending our lives, and not of- 
ig him any more. And for want of fuch 
•pofe, and a hearty deteftation o£ fo\*

fall fo often, is becaufe they had not fi 
forrow for their fins, nor due hatrec 
great an evil, nor consequently fo firm 
lution as was necefTary to avoid it. 

Our confeflion muft have thefe com 
firft, it muft be entire of all mortal fin* 
we have committed, and can call to i 
brance after well examining ourfelves, 
fing every one in particular, and all fi 
cumltances as change the nature of 1 
And if we do not diftin&Iy rememl 
number of fuch fins, we ought to de< 
as near as we can remember, or at lea 
long time we perfevered therein ; if 
into it upon every occafion, and ho\ 
the occafions were offered.
